The first thing to do w'hen 
road building commences is to put in 
culverts, as the water should be taken 
first. 
Before putting in a culvert the build­ 
er or engineer should look over the 
ground and estimate about how much 
waiter it will have to receive, as you 
can use a smaller culvert for water 
coming off plowed land than you can 
watei* coming off smooth pasture land. 
You wTill need a larger culvert for 
water coming off rolling grass land. 
The faster the w*ater runs, the larger 
the culvert needed. 
In 
all 
cases 
make them wider and low*er. 
This 
W'ill let the W'ater through quicker, 
and not flood the deep at the culvert. 
Before you put in a culvert, look at 
your road. Estimate about how* much 
dirt you get to grade your road up 
level with your culvert. You can tell 
how high to make your culvert, and 
helve everything level, so a machine 
will run over smooth without a jump. 
In grading the road up, first make 
your grade foundation wide enough, 
as you need dirt 
and 
ditches. 
It 
takes dirt to make a road—more dirt 
in some places than others: and if a 
farmer is farming some of the roads 
•md you need the dirt, go to him and 
ask him kindly to move back. 
If he 
will not, then use the law on him. 
Make him do it. 
Ile is not entitled 
to any road land. 
Crow* your road up 
high in the center and 
have 
your 
ditches to carry all the w*ater out, 
and don’t allow your ditches to fill 
up in places. 
This causes the water 
to cross the road and make a bad 
place. 
It will be hard 
to 
comply 
with all this under the existing road 
system, but I am going to try and 
tell you later how* it may be done.

Dublin, April 29.—Fifteen hundred 


or so armed men of the Finn Fein 


had a hold on Ireland’s capital today. 
After four days of fighting, their rebel 
flag still flew from the central points. 


Since Monday some of the chief po­ 


sitions in the city have been in the 
hands of the rebels. 
In these strong­ 
holds, against Irish nationalists and 
regular troops, the men are fighting 
for their lives, which they knowr may 
be forfeited on account of treason. 
The streets of Dublin were desert­ 
ed today, except for sentries and mil­ 
itary guards. 
Business was 
at 
a 
standstill. 
Civilians peeped anxious­ 
ly from behind curtained windows. 
Field guns were 
barking, 
machine 
guns rattling and rifle fire tattering, 
apparently from every quarter at the 
same time. 
W hen the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent landed this morning at the 
quay near the custom house the ting­ 
ling of bullets from rifles of snipers 
in the vicinity was frequent. 
Augustine Birrell, the secretary for 
Ireland, made the passage from Eng­ 
land with the newspaper men. 
Sol­ 
diers and rebels fired at each other 
from street corners. 
Sentries with 
iixed bayonets, stationed every few' 
yards, shouted 
their 
commands to 
halt. 
Naval guns joined in and added to 
the gun fire. 
From the quay the re­ 
spective positions could be seen. The 
rebels wrere holding a section of ter­ 
ritory from place where Liberty hall 
stood before a gunboat destroyed it, as 
far as Sack Ville street to St. Stephens 
Green and the four court districts and 
along the southern side of the river 
to the Butt. 
They also held isolated 
positions in a flour mill and a dis­ 
used distillery opposite the northwTall 
station. 
Over all this section there w'as con­ 
siderable fighting all day. 
The dis­ 
tillery was the scene of one of the 
I sharpest battles of the uprising. 
The 
rebels were forced out of the mill by 
a bombardment and many were seen 
covered with flour, making their wray 
to the distillery. 
Once there, they 
raised the rebel flag, which floated 
from the corner of a towrer. 
Soon a 
naval gun opened fire. The first shot 
hit the tower and then a halj dozen in 
succession struck the roof around it. 
The flag still flew and the rebels re­ 
plied with rifles and machine guns.

COMPLAINS AT ALLEGED DISCRIMINATION 
IN FAVOR OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


Says That While Threatening Germany With With 


drawal of Friendship it Contents Itself With 


Merely Protesting Against British Na­ 
tion’s Violations of International law. 


No such assurances ai-e contained in the declaration of 
February 8,1916. 
“ The German government can not admit any doubt 
that these orders were given or executed in good faith. 
Errors actually occurred. They can in no kind of warfare 
be avoided altogether. 
“ The German government has made several propo­ 
sals to the government of the United States in order to 
reduce to a minimum for American travelers and goods 
the dangers of naval warfare. 
Unfortunately the gov­ 
ernment of the United States decided not to accept these 
proposals. Had it accepted, the government of the United 
States would have been instrumental in preventing the 
greater part of the accidents that American citizens have 
met with in the meantime. 
“ The German government still stands by its offer to 
come to an agreement on these lines.” 
A fter citing the fact that attempts made by the Unit-, 
ed States to “ prevail upon the British to act accordingly 
have failed,” thp note says: 
“ Moreover, Great Britain again and again has violat­ 
ed international law, surpassing all brands in outraging 
neiitral rights. The latest measure, adopted by Great 
Britain, declaring German bunker coal contraband and 
establishing conditions under which English bunker coal 
alone is supplied to neutrals, is nothing but an unheard-of 
attempt by way of exaction to force neutral tonnage into 
the service of the British trade war. 
“ The German people know that the government of 
the United States lias power to confine the war to the 
armed forces of the belligerent countries in the intei'est of 
humanity and the maintenance of international law. The 
government of the United States would have been certain 
of attaining this end had it been determined to insist, 
against Great Britain, on the incontrovertible rights of 
the freedom of the seas. But as matters stand, the Ger­ 
man people ai’e under the impression that the government 
of the United States, while demanding that Germany, 
smuggling for existence, shall restrain the use of an ef­ 
fective weapon and while making compliance with these 
demands a condition for the maintenance of 
relations 
with Germany, confines itself to protests against the ille­ 
gal methods adopted by Germany’s enemies. Moreover, 
the German people know to what considerable extent its 
enemies are supplied with all kinds of war material from 
the United States, it will therefore be understood that the 
appeal made by the government of the United States to 
sentiments of humanity and the principles of international 
law cannot under the circumstances meet with the same 
hearty response from the German people which such an 
appeal otherwise is always certain to find here. 
If the 
German government, nevertheless, is resolved to go to the 
utmost lim it of concessions, it has been guided not alone 
by the friendship connecting two great nations for over 
one hundred years, but also by the thought of the gi’eat 
doom which threatens the entire civilized world should the 
cruel and sanguinary war be extended and prolonged. 
“ But neutrals cannot expect that Germany, forced to 
fight for existence, shall for the sake of neutral interests 
restrict the use of an effective weapon if the enemy is 
permitted to continue to apply at w ill violations of inter­ 
national law. Such would be incompatible with the char­ 
acter of neutrality, and the German government is con­ 
vinced the government of the United States does not think 
of making such a demand, knowing that the United States 
has repeatedly declared that it is determined to restore 
the principle of freedom of the seas from whatever quar­ 
ter it has been violated. Accordingly the German govern­ 
ment is confident that in consequence of the new orders 
issued to the naval forces, the government of the United

Berlin, May 5.—The German note says new orders 
have been given submarine commanders that merchant 
vessels shall not be sunk without warning, but declares 
that unless the United States can force Gi'eat Britain to 
observe international law, “ Germany must reserve com­ 
plete liberty of decision.” 
The note admits a steamer sunk by a submarine on 
A pril 20 last possibly is “ identical with the Sussex.” Dis­ 
cussing the case, it says: 
“ If the commander was wrong in assuming the vessel 
to be a man of war, the German government will not fail 
to draw the consequences therefrom. 
“ The German government must emphatically repudi­ 
ate the assertion by the United States that the Sussex in­ 
cident is one of indiscriminate destruction by German sub­ 
marines. 
The German government declares it can not 
dispense with the use of the submarine against enemy 
trade. The German government, however, has decided to 
make further concessions in the interests of neutrals. 
“ The German government must repeat again that it 
was not the German but the British government which 
ignored accepted rules of international law and extended 
this w ar to the lives of non-combattants, having no regard 
for the rights of neutrals. 
In self-defense against the 
conduct of British warfare, while fighting a bitter strug­ 
gle for existence, Germany has to resoi’t to the hard 
weapon of submarine w arfare.” 
The note says Germany regrets “ the sentiment of 
humanity which the government of the United States ex­ 
tends to the unhappy victims of the submarine are not ex­ 
tended with the same warmth to the millions of women 
and children who shall he starved and who bv their suffer- 
lugs, shall foi’ce the victorious armies of the central pow­ 
ers into ignominious capitulation.” 
I ’he German government, in agreement with the Ger- 
r un people, fails to understand this discrimination all the 
more as it has repeatedly expressed itself as willing to 
use the submarine in conformity with the rules of inter­ 
national law, if Great Britain was ready to adopt its con­ 
dite! of warfare to these rules. 
“ The German government, conscious of Germany’s 
strength, announced before the world its readiness to 
make peace, indicating that it is not Germany’s fault if 
peace is withheld. The German government feels justi­

“ In accordance with the principles of visit and search 
and the destruction of merchant vessels, as such vessels ■ 
within and without the area declared a naval war zone, 
shall not be sunk without w a r n i n g and saving human 
life, unless the ship offers resistance." 
Continuing, the note declares Germany already has 
imposed far reaching restraints upon its submarines.

The comparisons and test made 
by Mr. Campbell are interesting and 
are not for the purpose of showing 
profits in milk cows, for he isn’t m ak­ 
ing this a speciality, but more to show 
to the people who are regularly in 
the business that there is more money 
in selling the whole milk than to 
separate it and dispose of the cream 
at the m arket price. 
In making the test he took three 
milkings in the evening and in the 
morning. 
The evening's milk, which 
is slightly in excess of the morning's 
milking, he separated and sold the 
cream for $3.24. 
The m orning’s milk, 
except one-half pail for 
house 
use, 
was disposed of as whole milk for 
$4.80, showing a net gain in favor of 
the whole milk of $1.57. 
At this same ratio, disposing of the 
whole milk for an entire month, Mr. 
Campbell would 
realize 
$97.50, 
as 
against $81 if all the milk was sep­ 
arated for the entire month and the 
cream sold. 
This is about one-third 
more and is an argum ent in favor ol 
selling (tie whole milk 
rather 
than 
separating it and disposing 
of 
th° 
cream at the m arket price. 
Of course Mr. Campbell did not 
take into consideration that he could 
realize a nice profit by feeding his j 
skim milk, but he adds that this would 
not offset the difference in the rev­ 
enue frojp, whole milk and cream. 
In gofng into the dairy business he 
figures that every producer should be 
acquainted with the facts and get as 
much information as is possible in 
order th at one m ight realize on the 
greatest possibilities. 
It is a busi­ 
ness that must be figured out scien­ 
tifically, just like Mr. Campbell has 
done, and sucoetus is bound to attend 
the efforts of all producers. 
The Missouri Dairy company opens 
up a big m arket for Bourbon county 
milk producers and if there is any 
question tit the minds of any who are 
in the business as to which is the 
more profitable, Mr. Campbell urges 
that they m ake tests as. he has done. 
Another point to be considered also 
is that there is no labor in selling 
whole milk, while on the other hand, 
the cream has to be separated.

Berlin, May 5 (By Wireless to Say­ 
ville, N. Y.).—Janies W. Gerard, the 
American 
ambassador to 
Germany, 
last evening: called on H err von Ja- 
gow, the German foreign minister, and 
was handed Germany’s reply to the 
American note concerning submarine 
warfare. 
Considerable perturbation is expect­ 
ed over the effect which concessions 
may have on public opinion here.

It is already reported that Kwang- 
si province, since it has learned that 
•he monarchy 
has 
been 
definitely 
cancelled, has 
announced 
its aban­ 
donment of the independence move­ 
ment. 
This 
action on the part of 
Kwangsi is denied by many of the 
leaders of the 
revolutionary move­ 
ment, w ho insist it is based on falsi­ 
fied reports. Nevertheless, the opin­ 
ion is general in Peking that Kwang­ 
si is negotiating for terms, and feels 
that it has accomplished its purpose 
:n forcing Yuan Shi-kai to abandon 
the monarchy. 
General ( hen Yi, the military gov­ 
ernor of Szeehuen, addressed a mes­ 
sage to Tsai Ao, the leader of the 
Yuman revolt, urging that the revo­ 
lutionists 
should 
cease 
hostilities, 
pending a discussion of compromises 
between the north and south. 
Tsai Ao replied that the chief ob­ 
ject of the revolution was to check 
the abandonment of the republic, but 
that after Yuan Shi-kai had violated 
his oath to 
maintain 
the republic 
and denounced the republican form 
of government as wholly unsuited to 
China, it would be impossible 
for 
him to rule the country satisfactorily 
and win the co-operation of a public 
which distrusts him. 
Furthermore, 
Tsai Ao asked what guarantee there 
is (hat Yuan Shi-kai will not make 
another attempt to restore the mon­ 
archy, after having quieted the revo­ 
lution, which has produced so much 
sorrow and suffering. 
In conclusion, Tsai Ao pointed out 
that the 
constitution 
makes presi­ 
dential succession quite clear. If Yu­ 
an Shi-kai were 
to 
resign, 
as the 
revolutionists demand, Li Yuan-hung 
would 
automatically 
become presi­ 
dent, and remain in the presidential 
chair pending the meeting of parlia­ 
ment in the near future, which would 
elect a permanent president from the 
following candidates, each of w'hom 
would be acceptable 
to the nation: 
General Li Yuan-hung, the vice presi­ 
dent; General Tuan Chi-jui, chief of 
staff; General Feng Kuo-Chang, mili­ 
tary governor of Nanking, 
and Hsu 
Shih-chang, the secretary of state. 
All the revolutionary leaders 
do 
not hold as radical views as Tsai Ao. 
Already a number of prominent revo­ 
lutionists have shown 
a disposition 
to accept Yuan Shi-kai as president, 
with a proper 
safeguarding 
of the 
rights of the public. There are evi­ 
dences ihat fighting has been discon­ 
tinued in many sections of the war 
zone, and a general armistice is ex­ 
pected in the very near future.

British Instructions Cited. 
Germany established soon after the 
outbreak of the war, the memoran­ 
dum said, that English liners 
were

La Correntina

carrying two 
four-pound 7-inch stern guns, and a 
German submarine having been fired 
upon in the channel 
by 
an English 
yacht. 
The memorandum said the British 
government for 
its 
own merchant­ 
men had taken the standpoint that 
armed merchantmen maintained the 
character of peaceful mercantile ves­ 
sels go long as they only carried ar­ 
mament for defensive purposes, hut 
that in the case of armed shops un­

trary to international law, although it 
takes into consideration the opposing 
views through the fact that it treats 
the crews of such ships not as pi­ 
rates but as belligerents.” 


Neutral Powers Warned. 
The memorandum said that numer­ 
ous cases had come to light from re­ 
ports of the German naval forces “in 
which British merchantmen not only 
offered armed resistance to German 
warships, but, on their own part, pro­ 
ceeded without further ado, to attack 
them, in which attacks they frequent­ 
ly made use of false colors.” 
Appendices to the communication 
purported to be photographic copies 
of instructions of the British admiral­ 
ty, describing the procedure of armed 
British merchantmen, 
which 
were 
found on captured ships. They were 
alleged to contain precise regulations 
concerning ihe reception, activity and 
control of British gun crews aboard 
merchantmen. 
“Tinder these 
instructions,” 
the 
memorandum said, “it 
is 
rendered 
clear that armed British merchant 
ships have official permission treach­ 
erously to attack German submarines 
everywhere when they 
come 
near 
them.; that is, to wage war against 
them unscrupulously.” 
The manifesto was issued in order 
that the neutral powers might “warn 
their subjects from further intrusting 
their persons or property to armed 
ships of the powers at war with Ger­ 
many.”

Many Women Were In the Grand Cen­ 
tral Audience When the Fuse 
Blew Out, Iqniting the 
Film at Once. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 5.—An explo­ 
sion, followed quickly by fire, startled 
an audience of 400 
persons 
in 
the 
Grand Central theater, a moving pic­ 
ture show* at Sixth and Market streets 
shortly after 6 o’clock last night. 
Oscar Kleintropf, the operator, wats 
badly burned about the right arm and 
hand and his face wras singed. 
He 
w*as treated by a physician 
in 
the 
neighborhood and taken to his home. 
Little excitement occuired and the 
audience quickly 
escaped 
through 
three exits on the Sixth street side of 
the theater. 
The explosion occurred in the oper­ 
ating room, which is above the cash­ 
ier’s window, at the front 
of 
the 
house. 
It was caused by the burning 
out of a fuse. The fire spread to nine 
films, which were 
completely 
de­ 
stroyed. 
The loss is estimated at 
$1000. 
Kleintropf made his escape from 
the opeiating room by diving head­ 
first through a window, landing on the 
roof of the cashier’s desk. 
He jump­ 
ed from there to the floor, ten feet 
below. 
Miss Ruth Smith, cashier, grabbed 
the money in the cash register and 
made her escape without injury. 
Street car traffic on all the Sixth 
street and Market street lines was 
delayed about fifteen minutes. 
Many of the audience, most of w*hich 


wras women, lost hand hags, purses, 
bundles, hats and other articles. After 
the scare had subsided, they returned 
in numbers and most of the lost arti­ 
cles were recovered and restored to 
them. 
The tire w*as confined entirely to 
the operating room and to the ap­ 
proaches. 
The explosion 
and 
the 
belching of the flames through the 
narrow* windows w*hieh lead from the 
operating room to 
the 
auditorium 
gave the first intimation of the fire. 
The exits were immediatelp thrown 
open by the attaches of the theater 
and the place was emptied without 
confusion. 
“There was no chance for a panic,” 
said Manager J. 
L. 
Sweeney 
last 
night. 
“The operating room is just 
as near fire-proof as it could be made 
and any explosion or fire whicli oc­ 
curs there is confined to narrow lim­ 
its. 
There is asbestos on the wralls 
and there is no chance for flames to 
spread.” 
Sweeney said that accidents of this 
sort are liable to 
happen, 
notwith­ 
standing that 
every 
precaution 
is 
taken. 
“This is due,” he said, “to the high-
